“Huram, his father,” he contends, 
refers to the father of Hiram, the 
second, who !s said in the verses im- 
mediately preceding to have carried 
out the casting of the huge brass 
articles, and that the proper inter 
pretation of the passage in Chronicles 
is: “And Huram (the father) made 
the pots and shovels, but Hiram (the 
son) finished all the work which he 
made for King Solomon,” viz. the 
two pillars, the sea and the lavers, 

In the history of the Masonic de 
gree of architect we are told that on 
the stoppage of the work in conse- 
quence of the passing of the chief 
architect of the temple, King Bolo- 
mon wabled all the masters, who ; 
were distinguished for their talents, 
and formed them into a lodge or 
council to supply the place of Hiram 
Abiff and conf on them the 
privilege of entering the Sanctum 
Sanctorum, on the portal of which 
had been engraved the letter “G"

posal of the Lodge of Architects. 

The Ghiblim, or stone squarers, 
polishers and sculptors, says Dr. Oli- 
ver, & high Masonic authority, were 
the. Dionysiacs, a society of archi- 
tects, who built the temple of Her- 
cules at Tyre and many magnificent 
edifices in Asia Minor before the 
temple of Solomon was’ projected. 
They were the masters and wardens 
of the lodges of Masons during tho 
erection of this famous edifice; to 
them was intrusted the execution of 
those works of art and genius which 
were projected by the chief archi- 
tect, Hiram Abiff; they maintained 
order and regularity throughout the 
vast number of inferior workmen 
and laborers. 

Hiram Abiff lived towards the 
end of the tenth century, B.C., at 
which time, and many centuries lat- 
er, in the time of Tutmes IIL. (about 
1600 .B.C.), Hiram’s countrymen 
were renowned for the productions 
of works of art. Dr. Anderson, in 
his “Book of Constitutions,”. issued 
{n 1738, says‘ “Solomon had laborers 
of his own; rastbat ‘was much obliged to 
Hiram, King of Tyre, for many of 
the Ghiblim and Bonan who lent him 
his best artiste and sent him firs and 
cedars of Lebanon; ‘but above. all, 
he sent his namesake, Hiram Abiff, 
who, in Solomon’s absence, filled 
the chair as deputy grand master 
and in hia presence was the senior 
srand warden or’ prin¢ipal survey 
and master of work.”

A REASONABLE COURSE 


The course taken by the city council at 
last night's meeting in reference to the Pin- 


- nacle Street railway ptoblem, was commend- 


able, and satisfactory. 

The question was very fully discussed and 
the discussion was digniféd and earnest. The 
aldermen, fully apprised of the wishes of -the 
overwhelming majority of the citizens in the 
matter, because of the fully signed petition that 
had been presented, seemed: to have no other 
desire than to meet the wishes of the citizens in 
the most reasonable manner. 

» Superintendent MacMillan and the other 
officials of the Grand Trunk, who were present 
‘and took part in the discussion, were in a con- 
ciliatory mood and talked as reasonable men 
do over a matter of business. Mr. MacMillan ex- 
plained why there had been 60 long a delay in 
meeting the representatives of the council and 
promised to do his best to have the engineering 
and officials staffs of the Grand ‘Trunk here 
within the next ten days to let the council know 
what the Grand ne Company was willing 
to do. 

Mr. MacMillan mentioned two or three dif- 


to the center of the street. The difficulties he 
“mentioned, were after all, the merest of trifles 
in the way of accomplishing so beneficial a 
change. He feared, for instance that Seti 
would be interrupted for several- days during 
reconstruction. 

In reply to that it is only necessary to say 
that the old‘ track can be left as it is until the 
new track is completely and securely laid. The 
interruption would need to be only a matter of 
hours. 

The matter of unloading cars was also 
mentioned by Mr. MacMillan. He thought cars 
could be unloaded more advantageously along 
the side than in the center of the street. 

As The Ontario has already pointed out,® 
there is no probability that after the amalga- 
mation of the Grand Trunk and Canadian Na- 
tional as one going concern that the unloading 
privilege will be any longer: permitted along 
the street. The frequent passing of trains will 
make {it impractical and unloading sidings will 
be furnished along the Canadian Northern 
lines which are only a step farther on. Be- 
sides, the increased vehicular traffic that a 
permanent pavement will bring to Pinnacle 
street will make it exceedingly undesirable to 
have this important thoroughfare blocked 
with cars and drays in the process of unloading 


or loading. 


Several of the officials appeared to see 
great difficulty in making the diversion to the 
center because of the inter-switching arrange- 
ment below Dundas street: 

The Ontario has discussed that matter with

UNITED STATES RAILWAY STRIKE 


According to the leading article in the Lit- 
erary Digest, the railway’ strike has challenged 
& great deal of atténtion from editors and pub- 
lic men throughout the U.S. The spark in the 
conflagration was the strike of 700 switchmen 
in the Chicago railway yards, because a fore- 
man had ‘been disrated. Walkouts followed all 
over the U. S. and’ even spread to Canada; 
scores of railways were crippled, great indus- 
tries were brought to a standstill. In spite of 
the determined efforts of the officials of the 
Railway Brotherhoods, supported by the A. F. 


- of L. and the American Legion, freight move- 


ments over a large part of the continent were 
for a time paralyzed. 

Generally this disturbance is referred to 
28 an outlaw strike; officials of the railway 
brotherhoods condemned the actions _of the 
strikers because they went out in defiance of 
the bylaws and rules of their unions, and in 
disregard of the contracts with employers, To 
argue that the strikers had justification would 
be equivalent to arguing that labor unions 
have no obligations. But even manifestations 
of an outlaw spirit have reasons. Tens of thou- 
sands of men scattered over a country do not 
throw up their fobs and brave the resentment 
of their fellows just out of malice or in a splr- 
it of anarchy. Mr. Gompers pledged the _re- 
sources of the A.F..of L. to defeat the strike: 
naturally he could not recognize that it had 
any justification; but at the same time he ad- 
mitted the men had provocation. In a statement 
to’the press Mr. Gompers blames “men like 
Senator Cummins and Governor Allen, of Kan- 
sas, with their legislation to deny a man_ the 
right to quit work to redress an injury, or en- 
torce a legitimate claim” for the “wave of un- 
controllable resentment” which foynd expres- 
sion _in this strike. He observes that the condi- 


| 


tion of the workers has “been aggravated by 


profiteers, by a number of employers, and ‘by 
the action of national and state legislators in 
enacting, or attempting to enact, legislation 
not of a constructive, but of a restrictive char- 
acter....No wonder, then, that the workers 
who did so much to win the war, and who are 
now 331-3 per cent worse off financially 
than before the war, are discontented and re- 
sentful.” 

The Philadelphia Ledger concedes that the 
strike was “‘an outburst of suppressed feeling.” 
It says: 

“Mr. Palmer, with his empty and = mis- 
leading promises; every business man who is 
intent on getting 100 per cent. profits; every 
detestable profiteer who Is determined to 
wring the last possible cent of extortion out 
of these difficult days, very piffiing politician 
in Washington lulled into complacency by 
hig own oratory, and every lazy-minded citi- 
zen in and out of official life who is con- 
vinced that life in this country will somehow 
adjust itself without help or sincere guid- 
ance—all of these helped in laying the ma- 
chinery that flew into violent action at-the 
first touch of the gloomy Mr Grunau’s clum- 
sy hand 

“The pressure that greed and stupid op- 
portunism have put upon all wage-earners 
is almost intolerable. “To be promised relief, 
yet to see the cost of necessities rising stea-— 
dily about twice as fast as your wages, to see 
& day approaching when <shoes and shelter 
may be matters of doubt is to put ready ma- 
terlal in the hands of blind agitators.” >,

their leaders. But the British leaders, though 
they tried to prevent the strike, assumed the 
leadership of the strikers after the-men walked 
out. : 

It would look as if the radicals in America 
had manoeuvred the old line trade union offi- 
clals into a position from whence they will 
have difficulty re-establishing their authority. 


This bodes no good for America, for the rela-: 


tions of capital and labor there are sufficiently 
strained, without being complicated by the de- 
‘struction of needed forms of discipline. 








GOOD ADVICE, 


Sir Robert Kindersley, governor of — the 
Hudson Bay Company, who hag just reached 
this country, declares that if the world is to 
escape the gravest financial, industria] and so- 
cial crisis ih history, the spending mania must 
be checked by voluntary effort on the-part of 
governments and individuals. 

The most ‘superficial observer will realize 
that there is an orgy of extravagance sweeping 
over the nations, which will bring disaster if 
it continues: We see it about us daily. The 
people appear to have lost the sense of propor- 
tion in regard to money and to the value of 
things. There is little attemut at economy, and 
& tremendous demand for luxuries} that {s 
keeping a large section of labor from/contribut- 
ing to the production of enough necessities to 
go around. The demand of the workers for rea- 
sonably short hours, good wages, more equit- 
able distribution of wealth and a higher stan- 
‘dard of living, was regarded by Sir Robert 
Kindersley as one that must be conceded, but 
he points out that these objects cannot possibly 
be attained unless people arc prepared during 


’ the hours of work to put forward their best ef- 


forts at production. He says: 

“On receipt of better wages a fair pro- 
portion should be saved in order that invest- 
ment and reproductive enterprises may be 
fostered. By spending wages in unneces- 
sary extravagance all the evils of today, such 
as high prices, are exaggerated, and a high- 
er standard of living can only be attained by 
the practical application of sciénce and in- 
vention, by increased effort, and by the avoid- 
ance of waste in all its forms. In other 
words, higher wages alone cannot possibly 
bring about these improved conditions for 
democracy unless democracy plays its part.”

Labor costs for packing have 
made a proportionate advance. “Not 
so very long ago,” sald Mr. Gibson, 
who is probably the largest individ- 
ual producer of apples in Ontario, 
“we paid 15c to 20c for picking and 
packing a barrel of apples. Last 
year, with wages at $3.50 per day, 
we paid over 60c. This year the cost 
will be doubled. What we pay for| 
picking, packing and barrels today 
would have been considered a fair 
price for the apples delivered on 
board cars a few years since. 

“Nor is the increase in wages the 

only problem facing fruit growers. 
‘There is going .to be great difficulty 
in getting labor at all. Neighboring 
villages, on which we formerly

An Artistie Mark of Gratitnde. 

It was probably just about 300 
years ago that Antony van Dyck 
painted the sketch on wood of St. 


Museum of Art, asa gift to the Amer- 
ican people by Charles Leon Cardon, 
Belgian art critic and ronnoilsseur, in 
recognition of American assistance to 


| Belgium. The sketch fs believed to 


have been made by the painter as 
preliminary te painting the large al- 
tar-plece in the Chareh of Saventham, 
between Louvain and Brussels; and 
the altar-piece Is held to have beer 
Painted in 1622 or 1623. How long 
the sketch preceded the painting is 
unknown, but it could hardly have 
been much eartier, and it row has’ an 
additional -interest in showing the 
minor changes that the famous 
Dutch master made In his desizn 
when he painted the altar-piece. He

They then passed on to Calleo, the 
port of Lima, the capital of Peru. 
They spent a week at Lima and its 
vicinity, From Lima they went to 
Arequipa, the second largest city in 
feces: They then took a three-days’ 
{journey by. rail to Lake Titicaca 

which they crossed by boat to Tia- 

huanaca. 

From there the itinerary led to 
LaPaz the capital city of Bolivia 
where another week was spent doing 
the sights. They again crossed the 
Andes by railroad to Antafagasta. a 
port of Chile, whence they took a 
four days water trip to Valparaiso. 
From that city, a half-day by train 
brought them to Santiago, where 
they looked up the varigqus points 
of interest and then took the trans- 
continental line for Buencs Alres, 
At the Argentino capital they spent 
three weeks and took side trips to 
Montevideo, capital - of Urnguay and 
to Mar del Plata, the summer resort 
of Buenos Aires. They sailed from 
LaPlata the port of Buenos Aires, 
and reached Santos, the great coffee 
market of Brazil, after four days. 

They next took the short railroad 
trip to the great commercial city of 
Sao Paulo, and from Sao Paulo they 
;had a day's rail journey to Rio Jan- 
elro, The two weeks trip by steamer 
from Rio ‘to New York was very 
[pleasant all the way. They had a 
day off” at Barbadoes and coasted 
along the West Indies for a consid- 
erablé part of the route.

The father, the well-known sen-| 
ator, Emil Key, was an ardent ideal- 
ist, interested In educational and 
social questions, and the mother, 
born Countess Posse, was a noble and 
influential personality, and like her 
husband very liberal-minded in relig- + 
fous, social, and political questions, 

All of her happy childhood Ellen 
Key spent in the country, in a home 
where an atmosphere of refinement, 
enlightenment, and tolerance reigned, 
where the individuality -of the young 
girl early began to be respected, and 
where she. could be developed in 
freedom, and undisturbed. Her imag- 
ination was fed by good literature, 
and the mother herself gave her 
three books by Ibsen, ““‘The Comedy 
of Love,” “Brand” and “Peer Gynt,” 
a thing’ that, considering the then 
Prevailing conditions, must be looked 
upon as very radical. 

There she laid the foundation of 
‘her life-work; there the seed was 
sown which ripened into the desire 
to give to humanity tranquility and 
devotion of thought under every con- 
dition, In work as In xest. 

In this youthful loneliness she al- 
ready began to realize that which 
later became the leading factor In 
her teaching, namely, that the ess29- 
tlal in life, more than work and ar- 
tistic accomplishment, be it ever so 
beautiful, was the forming and fash- 
foning of the character into its nobl- 
est and hishest perfection.

She bezan 
her work there timidly, but befcro 
long her name became known ant 
she was spoken of with Increased jn- 
terest by an ever-widening circle of 
Intellectuals in the capital. Her‘aud- 
fence grew from a few tens to hun- 
dreds, especially after the year 1868, 
when the public interest became fo- 
cused on her as holding the centre 
of the platform in public discussicns 
She had also the happy gift of easily 
finding a clear’ language for her 
thoughts and a spantaneous exprcs- 
sion for her feelings. In other wor is, 
she was a brilliant speaker. 

During the eighties, Ellen Key liv- 
ed through heavy times ana came to 
know new and bitter experienccs in 
her private life. But this was the 
making of Ellen Key,*the womzn, 
known to the world.” 

Since she found that her worts 
reached much farther than she had 
anticipated, she overcanie her natural 
timidity and never lost an opportun- 
ity of voicing her opinion whenever 
the battle was waged for right and 
freedom. . Her words echoed-through- 
out the country, her courageous 
stand, in speech as well as in’ writ- 
ing, for a righteous cause gave hor 
a prominent. place, but led also ‘o 
sharp attacks in the press. The hot- 
test debates were waged in the nine- 
ties, the centre of the discussion be- 
ing woman suffrage. Her books, “The 
Psychology and Logic of Woman” 
and “The Misuse of Woman's En- 
ergy,” caused a veritable storm, and 
not less than fifteen pamphiets were 
issued where women attacked Ellen 
Key for her erroneous teachings. 

Elien Key made “the woman of 
the future” who would not stoop to 
be a slave, but nevertheless willingly 
bound herself to marriage and 
motherhood; who demanded citizen- 
ship equally with the man without 
pretending to be exactly like him, for 
it waa “the essence of womanliness” 
which she introduced into the suf- 
frage movement. Man and woman 
are to Ellen Key equals in the sense 
of neither being superior to the oth- 
er, the highest qualities being found 
in both sexes, 3 = d 

Ellen Kéy maintains that the idea 
of the “new womdn” should be love, 
and she elaborates this subject in her 
books, “Images of Thought,” “The 
Child’s Century,"- “Love and Mar-; 
tinge,” “‘Love and Ethics,” and 
“Human Beings.” 

Ellen Key is now, ilving in a mag- 
nificent cottage designed by herself 
called “Strand” situated near the 
lake Vattern. Her daily life is what 
it always has been—work. She 
spends much of her time out of doors 
and does a great deal of her own 
gardening. But in her room the 
books now as ever, furnish her with 
fuel for her untiring f{ntellect. 

The whole significance of EHen 
Key's life-work cannot yet be antici- 
pated or judged to its full extent, 
and her contribution to the educa-
